We feel that the mere custodial 
care of the mass of addicts will 
hardly solve the problem, since, 
through the machinations of pro- 
fit-seeking peddlers there will 
only; reated a new crop, of ad- 
dictg gas in turn must be -put 
away and so on ad infinitum. On, 
the other hand we believe that a| 
measure like the Porter Dill: 
which seeks the cure and rehabili- 
tation of the addict is worthy of 
our strongest support.

We shall take 
chargeof such number of addicts 
as we can properly handle, and 
by giving to them the best medical 
treatment known to science, fol- 
lowed by after-care as they are 
restored to society, shall try to 
see if we cannot do something 
really constructive in finding the 
best and most effective way of 
handling this situation.
